Train Robber Bunch Kills » Man Saaproted

New OgrLEANS, Auvg. O.—[Special J—
Eugene Bunch, the famous train robber,
killed Heunry Shirley at the residence of
s man pamed Dunean in the Habgoqd
neighborhood, in Washington parish,
Louisians, on Sunday evening. Bhirley
was visiting Dunesn. A small party was
given at the Duncan house and as Shirley
stepped out Bunch, who was waiting for
him, opened fire on him with a Winchester
rifle. Death must have been instantaneous
ot the first shot, but the murderer kept on
firing until he had lodged ten bullets in the
body of the dead man, anyone of which
would have been fatal.

Buncb figured very conspicuously in sev-
eral big train robberies, notably the Illinois
Central,and Louisville and Nashville roads
On the latter, which oceurred near Floma.
tion, or Pensacola Junction, he captured a
large amonnt of money.
